The third speaker, Bradley, deduced 
as arguments for his side the multl 
tude of family rows caused by ^dlver^ 
gehce of taste, and consequent con 
flict of programmes.

Parrell, who won the contest, laid.

Group Plans Study 
Of Jews As Race 

Next Meeting of Maccabeau 
Study Group This 
Thursday 

. Thft,j>hyslcal. and mental character- 
istics of the Jews will be outlined and 
discussed by members of the Study 
Group oif the Maocabean Circle In a 
meeting which takes place this Thurs- 
day evening, March 7th, at 8.15 o'clock 
in the Union, under the leadcrehip of 
Sylvia Cardon and Isadore Dublin, who 
will each deliver papers on "The Jews- 
as a Race— a study of physical and 
mental characteristics. 

The question of Jewish traits and 
the . Investigation of such traits have 
always constituted, the speakers indi- 
cate in an advance bulletin, a fascinat- 
ing and informative field of study for 
all students of general racial char- 
adteristios, and particularly to stu- 
dents of genetics and eugenics, and 
also psychologists. Various reasons 
are put forward to explain such in- 
terest. In the first place, in compari- 
son with other peoples, the Jews arc 
regarded as almost. a pure race, and 
though in blijilcal times they did in- 
termarry to some extent ■ with other 
races, the characteristics of these 
peoples, though varied, as many of 
them are, are nevertheless fairly well 
known. . 

Another question which can bo 
answered- readily in regard to informa- 
tlQn concerning the traits of Jews, is 
the fact that their history is prac- 
tically completq from the jjoint of view 
of data collected In books and storied 
by each succeeding generation. Witîî 
the use of established facts and 
theories, tlie student can thus easily 
di'aw accurate conclusions. Influences 
of heredity can be considered carefully 
and traced minutely. 

Sylvia Cardon, who is a student in 
Psychology arid Philosophy, will treat 
tiiese -aspect.s of the - subject. Dubin, 
a medical student, will discuss ■ llie 
racial stock of the Jews. 



Labor Leader Talks 
On Bennett Re-Deal 



Aliolilion of Private Arnia- 
' incut .M.inufnclurc of 
Major Inipbrtnnce 

"IJP^AR IS S'lLLy, from bcsinning to 
^ end," declared Dr. nilchle. of 
the United Theological College, in a 
symposium given yesterday at Strath- 
cona Hall under the auspices of the 
League Against War and Suppression 
of Civil Liberties. "1 cTnnot sec why 
people do not put a slop lo it. War 
never accomplishes anything- it sets 
oiit lo do and never Ijnows vyherc to 
stop." 

Dean Ritchie went on ' to describe 
the spirit of the youth of the British 
Empire during the years of 1915-16. 
They . were. ' infused with a spirit^ of 
courage and noble intentions, and they 
went into battle with the sole aim of 
establishing/ justice ~ a war to end 
war. Now the world Is on the brink 
of another catastrophe, and the youth 
is slipping. A fast check on war, if 
it should come, would be to conscript 
men of 35 and over, to dampen tlie 
enthusiasm of the younger generation. 
To that end, the speaker lu-gcd a con- 
scription of private- wealth. 

Various Solutions 

Dr. Rltchje then outlined various 
solutions to save the situation. First, 
to disarm the minds of men and wom- 
en by ridding them , of the militant 
spirit. He urged that education be 
purged of nationalism and militarism. 
Secondly, the world should„get behind 
the League of Nations, for, with all its 
shortcomings, it has done great^ things 
and still has* much to' do. In that re- 
spect, a very grave responsibility lies 
at the door of the United States. As 
a third solution. Dr. Ritchie put forth 
that an .end must be put to the manu- 
facture' of munitions for the private 
profit motive: the nationalization of 
muâltlons would accomplish that end.

On Mental Hygiene 



Amencaii Experimenter^ill 
Describe School Labor- 
atory Activities 

Some experiments on. the improve- 
ment of the present education system, 
and particularly "The Organization of 
the School in the Light of Mental 
Hygiene," will be presented by Carle- 
ton W. Washburne, B.A.Ed,p., under 
the auspices of . the Department of 
Public - Health and Preventive Medi- 
cine of McGill University and the Ca- 
nadian Nati'onal Committee for 
Mental Hygiene. The. lecture will be 
held in the Montreal ,. High School 
Auditorium today at 5 o'clock. 

After graduating from Stanford 
University, Mr. Washburne gained 
wide experience in provincial schools, 
serving later for five years on the fac- 
ulty of the San Francisco State 
Teachers' College. Recently- he was 
chosen Superintendent of the Public 
School* System of Wlnnctka, Illinois. 
He has ably .converted these schools 
and educational laboratory, his experi- 
ments becoming known all over the 
world. 

Mr. Washburne has written several 
books on his work, making ah exten- 
sive study of educationaï conditions, in 
America and abroad, where he studied 
European experimental i .schools and 
the Russian., school system. He is at 
present Educational Director of the 
Graduate Teachers' College of Whi- 
net-ka. » .

French Relationship 
Of Goethe's Faust 



Numerous Translations Made 
With Purely Scholarly 
, 'Motive ' 

INTEREST AROlisED 



Sentimentality and Roman- 
ticism Given. Free Reign 
in German and English 

JN ASSIGNING the responsibility 
for the standard on which most 
of the French versions of Goethe's 
Faust are based, it is a matter of 
'Cherchez la femme,'" declared Pro- 
fessor H. Walter, head of the Depart- 
ment of Germanic Languages, in a 
lecture delivered upon the French re- 
lation to the Faust of Goethe, In ah 
examination of the French Faust, he 
pohited out that, while there have 
been twenty-three translations of the 
first part, the incentive for a majority 
of these may be regarded as purely 
scholarly or Intellectual and that pop- 
.^ular interest is much broader, showing 
itself in operas, farces, parodies, sym- 
phonies atid paintings. 

The French Interest in the Faust 
legend appeared with a translation of 
the German Faust Buch .In 1538. 
French interest, was aroused in Ger- 
man poetry, and translations of Al- 
brecht von Haller, • Klopfstock and 
others appeared. ' In; 1774, Goethe's 
Wlrthe was translated Into the French 
and was a success. During the second 
half of the century, France was pass- 
ing through a barren period, as far 
as literature was concerned, ' while at 
this time in England and Germany 
the new urge toward sentimentality 
and romanticism was given free réln. 
"Invasion" Halted 

The German "invasion"' .Was. soon 
halted by the excessive natldtialism of 
Napoleon, together'' with the rigid 
French : classicism; Faust, on which 
the poet worked for 60 years, thus 
desti'oying any Jpiflcal sequei>ce;,i|||(lt.. 
also unities which "would naturally act' 
as a detriment to the success of the 
work, particularjy^.on , the. sj^^ - 

Madame de Stacl in 1810 shows a 
good appreciation, stated the speaker; 
despite some inaccuracies, but due to 
the strong influence of the prevalent 
cla!»icism of her time, her Faust 
speaks in the conventional language 
of classical France, at the same time 
missing the real relation between 
Faust and Mcphisto. It was not Gou- 
nod and his librettist who set the 
standard for the typical French Faust 
but Madame de Stael. 

Significance Lost 

In the majority of the French trans- 
lations,- the whole play is stripped of 
its philosophic significance, and the 
ethical problem *hlch Faust faces is 
dropped in favour of the love story of 
Faust and Gretchen, who was soon al- 
tered to Marguerite. Faust appeared 
puny in comparison, with Mephisto, and 
his only interest for the French lies in 
his role as the passionate lover. From

A céjit.ury ago we; had a rebellion to 
make the; Legislature responsible to 
the people: it is iabout time perhaps 
we had a rebellion to make the peo- 
ple responsible to the Legislature, and 
in fact thit may be one of the good 
fruits of, fascism. When or if we re- 
linquish our democracy to the hands 
of -a despot, we s'nail then begin to 



know why our forefathers fought for 
the democracy we arc . Inclined to 
throw over. We might well ask our- 
selves why our [crefathers Vfent to so 
much dangerous troujjle to supplant 
narrow oligarchies and; overthrow even 
benevolent despots they didn't think 
them even more opmesslve than loose- 
Jointed dcmccracics. 

The foundations if. democracy are 
opinion, tolerance, and reason They 
are not. and cannot be found in any 
large sectlçn of thP,;)i:pulatlon ns yet. 
but they must be usnri to extend them 
still. further. For whlis ths dciiiocratic- 
ally minded pei^son lias all these weap- 
ons to use to improve his society and 
widen its • liberties, the undemocratic- 
ally .minded person ha* them too. The 
press, the radio.- the film, the -govern- 
ment department, centralized 
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organized economic monopoly and so 
forth can all be used to crush out lib- 
erty and justify on moral grounds if 
need be the use of force, the race the- 
ory. Intolerance, and self-lramblation 
on the altar of the slate, just as easily 
— perhaps more so— than they can be 
used to do tlje opposite 
.It was once said oi Lord Northcllffe 
that he knew how to create the In- 
struments of power but had not the 
least idea what to do with his power 
when he get it. rii-? same may be 
said of society in gcnerni and democ- 
racy in particular. It has ' created 
gigantic powers, and now seems unable 
to find out how to U5c them. 

If it does not use tlicm however. It 
will lose them: just as you will.loîe 
your education if vou stop readini,
